Here  is  a  unique  picture  of  beautiful  Merrowvista.  Merrowvista  has  so 
lovely  a  setting  that  it  almost  baffles  description.  No  wonder  John  Greenleaf 
Whittier  wrote  such  inspiring  songs  as  he  tramped  on  the  sides  of  these  wooded 
slopes.  Rimmed  about  with  mountains.  Camp  Merrowvista  is  as  protected  by  hills 
as  the  Jerusalem  that  David  sang  about.  Camp  Merrowvista  is  a  child  of  the  hills 
nestling  among  them.  Sentinel,  Danhole,  Bald  Peak  and  a  host  of  others  protect- 
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ingly  rim  her  about;,  so  that  no  matter  how  you  turn  —  north,  south,  east  or  west  - 
you  can  always  say,  "I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills." 


Mountains  clad  with  verdure  of  many  shades  of  green  look  down  upon  the  wonder¬ 
ing  valley  where  nestles  Merrowvista  in  the  sun.  And  at  her  feet  is  the  mirror¬ 
like  lake  (named  Danhole)  fed  from  Lost  Brook  Glen,  whose  waterfalls  musically 
tumble  into  the  rushing  waters  of  Lost  Brook.  Never  twice  does  Danhole  look  the 
same*  Now  deep  blue,  now  light  blue,  now  almost  crystalline  white,  now  jet  in  hue, 
and  sometimes  all  these  at  once  in  patches  here  and. there  as  the  sun  brightens  or 
fades  and  the  clouds  cast  great  shadows  with  brilliant  edges  on  the  mountain  sides. 
Language  fails  to  tell  Merrowvista ’ s  physical  loveliness.  The  camera  can  only 
hint  at  her  charm.  It  can  only  be  appreciated  by  a  sensing  eye  and  a  soul  athirst 
for  beauty*

THE  1931  CAMP  SEASON 


History  is  profitable  for  guidance,  and  much  more! 

Our  memories  re-create  us  and  bring  new  powers  of  conception  and  initiation, 
provided  our  memories  have  within  them  satisfactions  and  power.  In  that  case, 
our  memories  have  three  tenses,-  past,  present  and  future. 

Merrowvista  and  Miniwanca  are  perennials.  Instruction,  inspiration,  en¬ 
thusiasm,  fellowship,  personal  growth,  guides  to  leadership  are  blooms  and  fruits 
for  the  picking.  Personal  ability  to  appreciate  and  choose  among  objectives,  that 
are  usually  named  causes,  and  whole-souled,  trained  participation  alon^  the  path 
of  bent  and  capacity  for  the  making  of  the  new  world  is  the  ever-pressing,  inher¬ 
ent  something  that  makes  for  the  Founder  idea.  The  Founder  Camps  press  steadily 
for  a  better  community  life  and  a  fairer  world  through  the  stimulus  to  the  camper 
to  carry  the  Jesus  ideal  into  both  through  his  or  her  o\ra  life-effort. 

Merrowvista  took  first  place  in  1931.  In  addition  to  smooth-running,  happy 
camps,  the  fellowship  was  of  the  memorable  kind.  Merrowvista,  also,  increased  its 
attendance  at  both  the  Older  Boys1  and  Older  Girls’  Camps  -  a.  surprising,  thing 
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and  an  insult  to  old  man  Depression.  We  are  very  proud  of  Merrowvista  and  her 
1931  campers  and  leaders. 

Miniwanca  fell  off  slightly  (nineteen)  in  the  Older  Boys’  and  Older  Girls’ 
Camps,  hut  the  program  and  spirit  were  better  than  ever,  if  that  were  possible. 

The  gross  attendance  was  more  than  made  up  by  the  unlooked-for  increase  in  the 
Younger  Boy  and  Younger  Girl  units.  Conservatively  appraised,  this  was  the 
Founders  Camps’  best  year  in  every  way.  We  have  much  to  be  thankful  for,  and 
have  new  incentives  to  press  forward.  Strike  the  de  and  the  i  out  of  j^pr.ess/on 
and  you  have  our  slogan  for  1932.  Credit  Wadjepi  with  the  idea.  Older  boy  and 
girl  campers,  let  us  take  Wadjepi ’s  dare. 

OLDER  BOY  MB  OLDER  GIRL  FEATURES 

At  both  Merrowvista  and  Miniwanca,  class  memorials  were  prominent.  The 
Franconia  Cabin  was  dedicated  on  the  last  Sunda3r  afternoon  of  the  camp  at  Merrow¬ 
vista  with  very  suitable  ceremonies.  The  Franconians  have  built  themselves  into 
Merrowvista  and  a  challenge  now  stands  -  "That  every  year,  the  leader  of  the 
Franconia  Cabin  shall  be  a  Franconian."  The  Kimmie  Kabin,  the  gift  of  Miss 
Bertha  Kimble  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  was  dedicated  and  presented  by  Miss 
Kimble,  herself,  who  loves  to  be  a  group  leader  at  Merrowvista.  It  was  a  big 
year  at  Merrowvista. 

The  huge  solid  stone  and  cement  Council  Circle  at  Miniwanca  is  now  half 
finished.  It  is  a  beautiful  job.  The  Dunes  (1930)  dedicated  the  central  chief’s 
seat  two  summers  ago.  The  Spartans  (1931)  and  the  Climbers  (1931)  each  dedicat¬ 
ed  their  memorial  sections  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The  memorials  are  mark¬ 
ed  with  bronze  plates  and  the  gifts  were  accepted  by  President  Danforth  (Minisino) 
for  the  Foundation  trustees. 


The  increasing  number  of  rural  leaders  in  the  Founders’  Camps  is  encouraging. 
The  need  of  rural  leadership  Is  insistent  and  ever-growing.  The  Founder  direc¬ 
tors  are  very  happy  to  make  a  contribution  to  this  need  through  special  program 
adjustments.  The  fine  quality  of  the  rural  campers  was  a  delight  this  past 
season. 


The  Leaders’  Institute  at  Miniwanca  must  also  be  given  honorable  mention. 
The  finest  group  of  Directors  of  Religious  Education  in  local  churches  in  the 
history  of  the  camps  were  enrolled  for  the  Foundation's  advance  diploma.  The 
influence  of  this  group  was  great  in  the  life  of  Miniwanca  this  past  summer. 


A  LOOK  AT  THE  YOUNGER  GIRLS ’  CAMP 


The  summer  of  1931  saw  the  sixth  season  of  the  Founders’ 
Younger  Girls’  Camp.  History  was  made  in  that  camp.  For 
the  first  time  the  American  Youth  Foundation  offered  long¬ 
term  camping  periods  to  younger  girls  and  younger  boys. 

A  great  many  parents  took  advantage  of  this  new  plan,  and 
gave  their  children  the  three  additional  weeks  which  a 
seven  weeks  camp  provided.  The  longer  term  camp  proved 
so  successful  that  it  will  be  continued  in  1932. 


There  were  other  special  features  of  1931  Younger  Girls’ 
Camp,  besides  the  fact  that  it  was  a  long-term  camp.  Since  the  camp  closed,  I 
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have  received  many  letters  from  Younger  Girl  campers,  written  on  attractive  hand- 
blocked  stationery  which  was  made  by  the  girls  at  camp  in  the  Craft  Hour,  This 
was  a  very  popular  hour  in  the  day's  program.  It  gave  special  opportunity  for 
creative  effort  and  for  the  development  of  new  skills.  Attractive  writing  port¬ 
folios,  statuettes  carved  from  Ivory  soap,  bright  colored  desk  sets,  little  hand¬ 
made  diaries  and  poetry  books,-  products  of  the  Craft  Hour,  are  now  adorning  the 
rooms  of  Younger  Girl  campers. 

Another  special  feature  of  the  summer's  camp  I  hesitate  to  mention,  for  fear 
many  Older  Girls  will  clamor  to  register  for  the  Younger  Girls'  Camp.  This 
special  feature  was  called  the  Biltmore  Club.  To  the  club  belonged  the  campers 
who  were  under  normal  weight.  At  ten-thirty  every  morning  they  were  fed  choco¬ 
late  milk  and  cookies.  (As  you  can  well  imagine,  they  were  the  envy  of  the  more 
corpulent  members  of  the  camp,  who  had  always  wanted  to  be  thin,**  and  whose  desire 
was  now  heightened  about  two  hundred  per  cent  by  the  enticing  thought  of  chocolate 
milk  and  cookies.)  The  results  to  members  were  most  gratifying.  Many  campers 
went  home  with  clothes  fitting  much  tighter  and  with  cheeks  bulging.  Several  par¬ 
ents  have  commented  on  the  fact  that  this  new  feature  has  helped  to  give  their 
children  a  fine  start  on  the  road  to  good  health.  The  club  will  be  continued  in 
the  1932  camp.  (The  Club  also  operated  in  the  Younger  Boys'  Camp.) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  leadership  of  the  1931  Younger  Girls’  Camp 
included  representatives  of  thirteen  classes  from  the  Older  Girls'  Camps,  and  of 
one  class  from  the  Older  Boys'  Camps,  as  follows:

In  addition  to  this  leadership.  Mother  Bryner,  known  and  loved  by  hundreds  of 
campers,  was  the  Camp  Mother.  Miss  Elizabeth  McMillan  of  Wellsville,  Ohio,  travel¬ 
ing  companion  of  the  Wellsville-East  Liverpool  campers,  although  a  newcomer  at 
Miniwanca,  made  a  fine  contribution  to  the  group  leadership  of  the  camp. 

Perhaps  you  would  be  interested  in  knowing  what  the  campers  think  of  the 
Younger  Girls*  Camp.  Here  is  what  some  of  them  have  written: 
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MI  want  to  tell  yon  what  a  good  time  I  had  at  camp  this  summer.  I  sure  did 
enjoy  it.*... The  first  thing  I  want  to  do  next  year  is  to  go  up  to  Old  Bally  and 
go  down  it  and  see  if  it  has  changed!" 

"I  canTt  wait  ’til  next  summer  and  another  seven  whole  weeks  of  Paradise.  1 
certainly  am  going  to  try  to  be  the  first  to  register  for  this  Younger  Girls1  Camp 
of  1932." 

"i  want  to  write  and  tell  you  what  camp  meant  to  me.  I  had  never  gone  to  any¬ 
thing  like  it  before,  and  I  couldn’t  imagine  what  it  would  be  like,  but  it  was  far¬ 
ther  than  an  imagination  could  reach...*., I  will  see  you  next  year." 

Parents,  too,  have  written  us  in  appreciation  of  the  Younger  Girls’  Camp. 

"I  do  not  want  to  let  the  time  go  by,  without  expressing  my  gratitude  for  Camp 
Miniw&nca .  We  are  so  glad  the  camp  came  to  our  notice  just  when  it  did,  as  I  feel 

it  has  been  of  great  value  in  _ ’s  development*  It  is  just  what  I  wanted, 

but  I  didn’t  know  how  to  find  it.  The  ideals  of  the  camp,  the  high  type  of  leaders 
and  wholesome  girls  who  attend  are  just  what  a  mother  wants  for  her  daughter." 

n _  enjoyed  her  month  at  camp  and  profited  by  it  greatly.  The  reason 

we  started  her  so  young  was  that  she  needed  to  be  drawn  out  of  her  quiet  little 
self.  That  was  accomplished,  and  in  a  very  happy  way.  We  feel  we  were  fortunate 
to  have  found  just  the  type  of  camp  she  needed." 

More  and  more,  persons  of  authority  are  realizing  the  importance  of  the  influ¬ 
ences  which  come  into  the  lives  of  adolescent  girls.  A  recent  writer  has  said: 
"Adolescence  is  especially  significant  in  relation  to  the  success  of  the  individual 
in  later  life.  Even  though  it  is  but  one  Stage  in  the  advance  toward  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  emotional  maturity,  it  comes  at  the  critical  time  of  transition  from  child¬ 
hood  to  adulthood*  Maturity  is  by  no  means  complete  by  the  close  of  adolescence; 
but  if  growth  is  to  continue  for  the  remainder  of  life,  it  is  important  that  the  ad 
justments  of  adolescence  be  made  successfully."  (Understanding  the  Adolescent 
Girl  -  Grace  Loucks  Elliott) 

The  American  Youth  Foundation,  through  its  Younger  Girls’  Camp,  is  seeking  to 
help  the  younger  adolescent  girl  to  adjust  herself  successfully  to  life.  More  than 
that,  it  is  helping  her  to  discover  her  own  capacities.  It  is  giving  her  character 
building  foundations  which  form  the  basis  fb  r  Christian  leadership.  It  is  prepar¬ 
ing  her  to  take  her  place  in  the  Christian  womanhood  of  tomorrow.

THE  YOUNGER  BOYS ’  CAMP 


Under  the  able  leadership  of  Director  Gus  Gruenewald,  the 
second  Younger  Boys ’  Camp  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation 
swung  into  action  the  morning  of  June  24,  and  immediately 
things  began  to  happen;  and  they  kept  on  happening  right  on 
through  to  the  closing  day  of  camp,  on  August  10. 

Eleven  states  were  represented. •• .Missouri,  Indiana,  Minne- 
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sota,  N&w  Jersey,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Ohio,  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Kentucky  and 
Pennsylvania . 

In  the  first  four  weeks  term,  the  registration  reached  a  total  of  thirty  boys. 
Twenty-eight  boys  were  registered  for  the  second  term  of  three  weeks.  Thirty-four 
different  boys  were  registered,  and  the  gross  registration  for  the  two  terms  was 
fifty-eight  boys  and  nine  leaders.  This  is  an  exceedingly  fine  advance  over  last 
year’s  registration.  If  this  rate  of  growth  is  maintained,  it  will  only  be  a 
question  of  a  few  years  before  the  Younger  Boys ’  Camp  will  be  as  large  as  the  other 
Founder  Camp  units. 

It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  finer  and  more  congenial  group  of  boys  anywhere. 

The  campers,  of  course,  are  selected  with  great  care.  A  boy  must  be  well  recom¬ 
mended  to  become  a  member  of  the  Founders  Younger  Boys’  Camp. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  camp  is  a  training  camp  and  that  the 
same  basic  principles  of  balanced,  four-fold  living  are  taught,  as  in  the  senior 
camps.  The  boys  are  happily  busy  all  day  long,  working  according  to  schedule, 
attending  classes  in  outdoors craft,  Christian  ideals,  crafts,  projects,  aquatics, 
archery  and  the  like.  The  Founder  camp  principle  is  maintained  in  every  activity. 

No  boys  are  seen  sitting  arouiid  on  the  side  lines.  Every  fellow  has  a  real  part 
in  the  life  of  the  camp. 

The  tree  house,  the  totem  pole,  the  lattice  work  on  the  clubhouse,  the  jump¬ 
ing  standards,  the  life-saving  floats,  the  rustic  archway  at  the  head  of  the  steps, 
the  many  benches,  the  archery  range  and  the  perfectly  corking  piece  of  engineering 
on  the  half-mile  trail  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  scores  of  other  accomplishments  bear 
witness  to  the  many  purposeful  achievements  of  the  boys  during  their  project 
period. 

In  the  crafts  department  the  boys  worked  on  radio,  model  airplanes,  collections, 
plaster  of  paris  leaf  molds,  beech-wood  three-legged  stools,  bows,  and  many  other 
things . 

But  the  most  outstanding  achievement  of  the  1931  camp  was  the  Character  Monu¬ 
ment  which  was  erected  in  the  daily  class  on  Christian  ideals.  Each  day  a  stone 
was  added  to  the  monument.  Each  stone  represented  an  element  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter.  Each  element  was  thoroughly  discussed  before  the  stone  was  accepted  and  add¬ 
ed  to  the  monument.  The  fact  that  the  boys  named  the  chief  stone  the  Jesus  Stone 
and  demanded  that  it  be  put  in  the  very  center  of  the  monument  instead  of  being  a 
"corner  stone"  will  give  some  idea  of  the  very  thoughtful  manner  in  which  the  boys 
builded  their  monument.  As  one  boy  put  it,  "Jesus  doesn’t  belong  on  the  corner  of 
anything  -  He  belongs  in  the  center."  And  into  the  center  went  the  "Jesus  Stone". 

Of  fun  and  sport  and  competition  and  surprise  doings  there  was  no  end!  Hay¬ 
rack  rides ,  with  the  watermelon  hunt  in  the  woods ;  the  bold  bad  highwayman  who 
tried  to  hold  up  the  hayracks  and  confiscate  the  ice  cream;  costume  parties;  lead¬ 
ers’  frolic;  treasure  hunts;  the  over-night  hike  to  Little  Pointe  Sable  lighthouse 
and  another  to  the  beach  of  many  springs,  and  scores  of  other  doings  served  to 
keep  things  on  the  move. 

Best  of  all,  these  boys  caught  a  real  vision  of  what  it  means  to  live  their 
lives  four-fold  according  to  the  Jesus  Way. ....real  foundational  building,  at  a 
time  of  life  when  these  things  count  most.

Life*s  values  accord  with  what  is  behind  the  eyes 
that  see  and  the  ears  that  hear.  Merrowvista  is  more 
than  a  two  weeks*  merry-go-round  where  the  riders  get 
off  at  the  same  spot  they  got  on,  minus  forty-three 
dollars  for  the  whirl. 

Quality  is  always  measured  by  the  individual* s  power  of 
appreciation.  Yes,  the  glories  of  Merrowvista  surround 
the  frog  just  as  much  as  they  do  the  humans  who  disturb 
them,  but  oh,  what  a  difference! 

More  than  a  baseball  bat,  a  bathing  suit,  a  note-book,  and  field  glasses  are 
necessary  for  a  full  interpretation  of  Merrowvista *s  program.  These  lead  only  to 
the  door  of  understanding  where  the  observers  stand  without  and  merely  take  a  look 
at  athletic  games,  the  swimming,  the  classes,  and  the  mountain  climbing.  Only 
those  who  glimpse  the  ideal  of  the  four-fold  physical,  social,  mental,  and  relig¬ 
ious  expression  of  the  spiritual  life  can  enter  the  temple  of  appreciation  as  a 
"worthshippcr"  of  the  spirit  of  Merrowvista. 

Under  precisely  the  same  conditions  individuals  may  become  exactly  opposite 
because  of  their  inner  bents.  That  it  is  thirty- two  degrees  Fahrenheit  out  of 
doors  does  not  indicate  whether  it  is  freezing  or  melting,  as  thirty- two  degrees 
on  a  Fahrenheit  thermometer  is  equally  the  freezing  point  and  the  melting  point. 
Which  it  shall  be  depends  on  the  way  things  are  going.  If  the  temperature  is  fall¬ 
ing,  water  will  freeze  at  thirty-two  degrees;  if  the  temperature  is  rising,  ice 
will  melt  at  thirty-two  degrees.  The  same  temperature  may  either  freeze  or  melt. 

How  warm  is  the  appreciation  of  those  who  have  become  at  Merrowvista  spiritual 
climbers  untiringly  scaling  the  peaks  of  aspiration  that  arise  in  the  soul  upturn¬ 
ed  to  God,  spiritual  engineers  harnessing  the  Lost  Brooks  of  refreshing  power; 
spiritual  artists  reproducing  on  the  canvas  of  their  daily  lives  the  beauty  of 
wholeness  I

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AROMP  THE  WORLP 
With  Minnie  Maude  Macaulay 

Having  completed  a  tour  of  the  world,  I  have  found  a  new  sense  of  complete¬ 
ness  in  comparative  living  and  thinking  of  the  people  on  this  globe.  Following 
the  sun  westward  led  us  to  push  on  to  find  new  ports,  jungle,  primitive  native 
villages  with  life  as  simple  and  picturesque  as  it  was  thousands  of  years  ago, 
shrines,  temples,  fantastic  native  dances,  yellow  roofed  palaces,  pink  walls  with 
round  gates,  burning  ghats,  rubber  plantations,  narrow  streets  with  quaint  shops 
and  home  industries.  Always  the  lure  of  what  was  beyond  the  horizon  and  the  in- 

Honolulu,  Hongkong,  Singapore  were  pretty 
vacation  spots  with  much  tropical  foliage. 
Picturesque  Japan,  old  China,  and  mysterious 
India  were  eye-openers. 

We  went  cormorant  fishing  in  Japan.  The  bird 
is  the  size  of  a  large  duck,  with  a  straight 
bill  which  bends  into  a  hook.  The  fisherman 
has  strings  fastened  to  the  birdTs  legs, and  the 
cormorant,  who  is  an  excellent  diver,  captures 
and  swallows  the  fish,  which  were  squeezed  out 
of  the  neck.  They  are  greedy  birds  and  the 
fisherman  guards  against  that  by  placing  a  ring  around  its  neck,  which  will  not 
permit  the  fish  to  be  completely  swallowed.  Thousands  of  boats  are  employed  In 
catching  fish.  Sometimes  the  birds  are  lazy  and  the  fisherman  strikes  the  water 
a  sharp  blow  which  frightens  the  bird  and  it  suddenly  becomes  active.  A  good 
b^rd  is  always  awarded  an  extra  large  fish  for  eating. 

We  ate  Japanese  sukiyaki  at  a  tea  house.  You  take  off  your  shoes,  bow  low 
several  times  to  the  manager  and  are  led  upstairs  to  a  room  where  you  sit  on  the 
floor  on  cushions  and  watch  the  food  cooking  in  an  electrio  grill.  The  only  fur¬ 
niture  was  the  low  table  upon  which  the  grill  was  placed.  Chopsticks  were  easily 
handled. 

Old  Peiping  China  makes  me  think  of  lotus  blossoms  for  we  saw  thousands  of 
them.  Lovely  pink,  lavender,  and  cream  flowers  growing  in  slime.  They  are  spoken 
of  as  a  symbol  of  religious  life  -  that  the  state  of  purity  may  be  found  in  un¬ 
favored  conditions.  "Though  thou  be  bom  in  a  hovel,  if  thou  hast  virtue,  thou 
art  like  a  lotus  growing  in  slime," 

We  ate  thousand  year  old  eggs  but  didn’t  venture  the  birds’  nest  soup. 

In  India  we  lived  in  the  comforts  of  European  hotels  with  the  color  and  mys¬ 
tery  of  the  East  right  around  the  comer.  You  travel  by  auto,  but  go  carefully 
because  on  all  sides  will  be  found  strangely  mixed  traffic  -  motors,  oxen  and  men. 

Tropical  dress  is  different  -  men  in  skirts,  and  long  hair  tucked  beneath 
turbans  or  arranged  in  a  low  knot  at  the  base  of  the  neck. 

I  wouldn’t  exchange  my  camel  ride  at  the  pyramids,  the  aeroplane  ride  from 
Paris  to  London,  or  the  climb  up  the  back  side  of  Mount  Vesuvius;  they  were  high 
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peaks  of  the  trip.  The  cocoanut  tree  which  I  climbed  wasn’t  quite  so  high. 


Many  evenings  we  sat  on  the  ship’s  deck  singing  Miniwanca  songs  and  telling 
of  camp.  Most  people  were  amazed  that  fellows  and  girls  had  a  chance  to  go  to 
camp.  The  camp  program  was  highly  commended. 

The  many  mixed  races,  the  array  of  color  in  costumes,  the  hold  of  supersti¬ 
tion  and  fate,  the  attitude  of  men  toward  women,  the  simple  and  natural  lives,  the 
kindliness  of  people,  and  the  lack  of  self -assertiveness  interested  me.  Our  Ameri¬ 
can  made  movies  are  shown  everywhere  and  they  play  a  big  part  in  making  the  world 
believe  we  are  like  them. 

It  was  an  adventure  supreme  l  Thirty- five  thousand  miles  of  experience  which 
I  should  like  to  share  with  all  of  you,  challenges  me  to  seek  more  deeply  the 
meaning  of  life  around  us  and  my  own  attitude  toward  it. 

"God  does  not  seek  thy  race. 

Nor  does  he  ask  thy  birth  - 
Alone  he  will  demand  of  thee. 

What  hast  thou  done  on  earth?" 


To  everyone  is  given  a  few  flaming  moments  of  inner  power.  They  are  the  true 
realities  of  life  and  by  them  we  are  enabled  to  rise  to  new  and  greater  heights.

The  1932  Plans  for  the  Older  BoysT  and  Girls ’  Camps 


The  old  saying  "There Ts  always  room  for  improvement"  has  long  been  a  slogan 
of  the  Founder  directors.  Good  as  the  camps  were  this  year.... and  they  were  good  - 
the  camps  of  1932  are  going  to  he  better.  The  Founder  Camps  are  not  static; 
growth  and  improvement  are  the  constant  order  of  the  day.  If  a  thing  doesn’t  work, 
out  it  goes.  The  one  unchanging  element  in  the  Founder  Camps  is  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciple  on  which  these  camps  are  operated,  namely  to  help  youth  discover  and  develop 
their  best  selves  according  to  the  four-fold  standard  of  living. .. .the  Jesus  Way... 
and  to  train  themselves  to  be  Christian  leaders  in  the  work  of  the  world. 


Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  camps,  the  four  directors  went  into  a 
huddle  for  their  annual  checkvup  of  the  summer’s  operations  and  to  lay  plans  for 
the  camps  of  the  coming  summer.  Rest  assured  that  very  few  things,  if  any,  were 
overlooked.  And  out  of  it  all  came  one  clear,  emphatic  and  enthusiastic  resolve... 
the  service  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation  to  youth  must  not  be  diminished. . .the 
camps  of  1932  must  be  better  than  ever. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  four  directors  of  the  Foundation  cannot 
achieve  these  results  without  the  full  co-operation  of  every  true  Founder.  Having 
attended  Miniwanca  or  Merrowvista,  you  are  now  a  partner  in  the  Fellowship,  in 
every  sense  of  the  word.  And  I  might  add  that  "silent  partners"  are  just  about 
as  helpful  as  no  partners  at  all.  To  make  the  1932  camps  all  that  we  want  them 
to  be,  the  Fellowship  needs  partners  who  are  out  in  the  open  and  who  are  making 
themselves  heard. 

The  Founder  Camps  are  personality  camps .  New  campers  hear  about  the  camps 
largely  through  old  campers  and  leaders  who  have  attended  the  camps  in  past  years. 
"Personally  invited"  has  been  the  promotion  slogan  for  many  years..... a  sort  of 
passing  on  the  torch  idea. .... "the  Founder  Camps  meant  a  lot  to  me.  I’ll  pass 
along  the  hunch  to  someone  else." 


Now  the  big  point  is  -  when?  ’.'Then  are  you  going  to  line  up  your  camp  pros¬ 
pects  for  1932:  will  it  be  now  or  will  you  keep  putting  it  off  until  the  camps 
are  ready  to  start  in  1932?  I  must  confess  that  I  am  all  for  those  campers  who 
get  busy  right  away,  and  a  lot  of  them  have  done  it.  There  is  no  better  time  than 
now  to  sow  Founder  camp  seed.  As  your  immediate  part  in  the  big  plans  for  the 
1932  camps,  you  are  asked  to  make  up  a  list  of  at  least  five  personal  friends  that 
you  will  talk  to  about  camp,  or  that  you  have  already  talked  to,  and  send  this 
list  of  names  and  addresses  to  the  Founder  office  at  once.  Your  prospects  will 
receive  several  letters  from  the  Founder  office  during  the  winter,  and  in  as  many 
cases  as  possible,  personal  calls  will  be  made  on  these  friends,  when  the  directors 
are  on  their  field  trips.

As  a  small  boy,  before  the  time  of  drainage  ditches,  I  lived  in  the  country 
surrounded  by  swamp  lands.  Those  were  days  of  chills  and  fever  and  malaria.  ’’’Then 
I  came  to  the  city  to  school,  I  was  sallow-cheeked  and  hollow-chested.  One  of  my 
teachers,  George  Warren  Krall,  was  what  we  called  then  a  health  crank.  We  laugh¬ 
ed  at  his  ideas.  They  went  in  one  ear  and  came  out  the  other.  But  George  Warren 
Krall  never  let  up.  One  day  he  seemed  to  single  me  out  personally.  With  flash¬ 
ing  eye  and  in  tones  that  I  will  never  forget,  he  looked  straight  at  me  and  said, 
"I  dare  you  to  be  the  healthiest  boy  in  the  class.” 

That  brought  me  up  with  a  jar.  Around  me  were  boys  all  stronger  and  more 
robust  than  I.  To  be  the  healthiest  boy  in  the  class  vrtien  I  was  thin  and  sallow 
and  imagined  at  least  that  I  was  full  of  swamp  poisons!  -  the  man  was  crazy.  But 
I  was  brought  up  to  take  dares.  His  voice  went  on.  He  pointed  directly  at  me; 

"i  dare  you  to  chase  those  chills  and  fevers  out  of  your  system.  I  dare  you  to 
fill  your  body  with  fresh  air,  pure  water,  wholesome  food,  and  daily  exercise 
until  your  cheeks  are  rosy,  your  chest  full,  and  your  limbs  sturdy," 

As  he  talked,  something  seemed  to  happen  inside  me.  My  blood  was  up.  It 
answered  the  dare  and  surged  all  through  my  body  into  tingling  finger  tips  as 
though  itching  for  battle. 

I  chased  the  poisons  out  of  my  system.  I  built  a  body  that  has  equalled  the 
strongest  boys  in  that  class,  and  has  outlived  and  outlasted  most  of  them.  Since 
that  day  I  haven’t  lost  any  time  on  account  of  sickness.  You  can  imagine  how 
often  I  have  blessed  that  teacher  who  dared  a  sallow-cheeked  boy  to  be  the 
healthiest  in  the  class. —  Chapter  1,  page  1,-  "I  Dare  You!"  by  William  H.Danforth 
(Minisino)  -  836  S.  8th  Street,  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  (Price  $1.00) 


In  1914,  we  started  the  camp -conference  idea.  It  began  with  29  older  boys 
and  37  girls.  The  beginning  !ras  made  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Geneva,  YiTisconsin,  in 
the  face  of  formidable  obstacles.  Youth  leadership  everywhere  thought  the  idea 
preposterous.  Parents  were  diffident  about  letting  their  youngsters  participate. 
The  International  Sunday  School  Association  administration  was  luke-xvarm  in  its 
support.  Its  trustees  hesitatingly  gave  it  their  approval,  provided  the  idea  was 
financed  entirely  apart  from  the  treasury  of  the  Association,  with  no  financial 
responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  trustees.  The  influence  of  a  trustee,  Edgar 
M.  Nichols  of  Chicago,  secured  this  meager  endorsement.  Believers  in  Youth  pro¬ 
vided  more  money  than  was  necessary  and  the  camp-conference  of  1914  initiated  a 
new  movement. 

The  idea  rested  squarely  on  a  belief  in  Youth  and  its  readiness  to  prepare 
itself  for  Christian  leadership.  Anything  that  a  man  or  woman  can  do,  an  older 
boy  or  girl  can  do  equally  as  well  or  even  better,  if  taught  how  to  do  it,  was 
the  slogan  of  the  effort.  The  crux  of  the  idea  rested  on  the  phrase,  "if  taught 
how  to  do  it."  Nineteenth  Century  psychology  with  its  "Youth  ought  to  be  seen 
and  not  heard"  was  still  in  force  in  1914,  and  youth  organizations  were  built  on

the  doing  of  things  for  boys  and  girls  by  adults.  The  idea  of  youth  planning  or 
leading  a  program  was  -  ’’Well,  it  wasn’t  being  done  that  way.”  This  accounted 
for  the  small  start  of  the  camp-conference  idea,  whole  groups  having  to  be  won  to 
it  before  it  could  become  established.  In'  1916,  the  first  graduation  year,  it 
swung  into  its  own  and  had  to  face  from  that  time  on  the  increasing  danger  of 
growing  numbers,  compelling  the  adoption  of  the  quota  basis  of  enrollment. 

1933  sees  our  20th  anniversary!  For  twenty  years,  the  group  of  Founders  of 
the  idea  have  carried  on  without  a  break*  The  first  ten  years  were  under  the 
auspices  of  the  International  Sunday  School  Association,  the  second  ten  years 
have  been  under  the  direction  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation.  The  directors  of 
1914  are  the  directors  of  to-day  -  one  continuous  service  to  youth. 

The  words  camp  and  camp-conference  have  become  synonyms,  but  they  are  very 
different  in  meaning.  The  camp -conference  is  a  school  with  a  well  defined  cur¬ 
riculum  and  educational  policy.  It  centers  in  Christian  leadership  training  and 
employs  all  the  educational  methodology  of  a  school.  However,  it  is  housed  in  a 
camp  and  has  the  environment  of  the  out-of-doors.  Its  social  life  is  the  infor¬ 
mal  kind.  The  word  camp  can  never  describe  it,  since  camp  is  only  its  environ¬ 
ment,  and  yet  it  is  the  environment  that  gives  it  zest  and  its  peculiar  appealing 
characteristic.  Camp-conference  it  is  and  both  words  are  necessary  to  describe 
its  uniqueness. 

Since  1917,  the  conference  (school)  side  of  the  idea  has  been  more  and  more 
in  favor.  Denominational  young  people’s  conferences,  held  in  camp-meeting  grounds, 
Chautauqua  assemblies  and  college  buildings,  have  multiplied  amazingly.  The  fun¬ 
damental  idea  in  the  camp-conference  movement  is  right.  The  over  fifty  thousand 
young  people  in  attendance  and  the  several  hundreds  of  young  people’s  conferences 
give  their  testimony  to  its  soundness.  Used  wisely,  or  otherwise,  the  movement 
will  grow. 

And  1933  -  two  summers  away  -  is  its  20th  anniversary!  Maybe  that  will  mean 
nothing  to  any  one  but  the  Founder  group,  but  this  is  a  preliminary  statement, 
announcing  that  the  1933  camp -conference  season  at  Camp  Miniwanca  and  Camp  Merrow- 
vista  will  feature  the  20th  milestone  of  the  Christian  Leadership  Trail.  How 
would  you  celebrate  the  occasion?  Your  suggestions  will  be  gladly  received.
